This con¬ 
test is open to male and fe¬ 
male contestants.

tion consists of two areas: a 
personal interview and a two 
minute speech relating to ag¬ 
riculture or Farm Bureau.

If rusty water 
is present, customers should 
flush their household plumb¬ 
ing by opening cold water 
taps and flushing until clear.

war effort. Bracken County 
families and those from sur¬ 
rounding counties in Ohio 
and Kentucky will have the 
opportunity to learn more 
about Bracken Countv’s im¬ 



pact on the war in September 
of 1862. The Commemora¬ 
tion Committee is proud to 
announce they will be host¬ 
ing the Kentucky Historical 
Society’s “Abraham Lincoln 
Exhibit” and a weekend 
filled with activities for all 
ages and interests. 

The exhibit, museum 
artifacts, and battle related 
documents will be on dis¬ 
play at the temporary Battle 
of Augusta Museum, located 
on North Main Street, on Sat.

Six speakers from Ken¬ 
tucky and Ohio will be hav¬ 
ing a panel discussion about 
the history of the battle at 
the Presbyterian Church on 
Fourth Street on Sat., Sept.

These presenters will give 
the most conclusive history 
of the Battle of Augusta and 
its commanders. Confeder¬ 
ate Colonel Basil Duke and 
Bracken Militia leader Colo¬ 
nel Joshua T. Bradford of 
Augusta. 

The City of Augusta, in 
partnership with the Bracken 
County Historical Society, is 
sponsoring the Commemo¬ 
ration of the 150^^ Anniver¬ 
sary of the Battle of Augusta. 
These exhibits and childrens 
games will be complimented 
by the narrative production 
of the battle as remembered 
by the words of its citizens 
who lived through the hor¬ 
rid fires and destruction. 
This narrative event will take 
place on Saturday at 3 p.m. 

Im¬ 
mediately afterwards, a me¬ 
morial walk will take place 
on Main Street to memorial¬ 
ize the sacrifice of young sol¬ 
diers who died as a result of 
this battle.

Nina and Pinta dock in Augusta 





Replicas of Christopher Columbus’ ships, the Tinta and the ‘Nina’, were docked in 
Augusta on Monday, September 17th, after being docked on Riverboat Row in Newport. 
The ships were making their way along the Ohio River to Pittsburg, PA for appearance at 
the North Shore Riverfront Park, September 21 - October 3. 

The ‘Nina’ was built completely by hand and without the use of power tools. 
Archaeology magazine called the ship “the most historically correct Columbus replica 
ever built.” The “Pinta” was recently built in Brazil to accompany the Nina on all of her 
travels. She is a larger version of the archetypal caravel. Historians consider the caravel 
the Space Shuttle of the fifteenth century. 

Both ships tour together as a new and enhanced ‘sailing museum’ for the purpose 
of educating the public and school children on the ‘caravel’, a Portuguese ship used by 
Columbus and many early explorers to discover the world.

There is an important passage on church-going in 
Hebrews 10:23-25: 

“Let us hold fast the profession of our faith without 
wavering.... And let us consider one another, to provoke 
unto love and to good works; not forsaking the assembling 
of ourselves together, as the manner of some is... “ 

We are often urged, these days: “Go to the church of 
your choice.” The implication is that one church is as good 
as another — just so you go to church. But this is not so. 

The Scriptures teach that the true Church is composed 
of those who have placed their faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ as the Savior who died for their sins. Such are told 
to “hold fast” the faith which they have professed, without 
wavering. This must come first, for it is only those who 
have first exercised such faith who can meet together with 
unity of mind and purpose to encourage each other “to love 
and to good works.” 

It is a truly blessed experience for those who have been 
saved by the grace of God, to assemble to express their 
praise together in song, to lift their hearts together in prayer 
and to join together in the study of God’s Word so as to 
“grow in grace and in the knowledge of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 

In these days of tension and confusion there is a 
tendency for even the most sincere Christians to be so 
occupied with temporal things that they deprive themselves 
of the encouragement and spiritual uplift that comes from 
getting together with other Christians. But these are just 
the times when true believers need the encouragement of 
each other’s company and should particularly remember 
the admonition of Scripture not to forsake “the assembling 
of ourselves together, as the manner of some is.”

When You Have Diabetes

HAVE A PLAN! 
GATHER SUPPLIES! 

BE INFORMED! 

Make a communication plan 

• Identify family meeting 
plaees within and outside the 
neighborhood. Include es¬ 
cape routes (two ways out of 
every room in your house). 

• Plan how to stay in con¬ 
tact if separated. Make a list 
of emails and phone numbers 
of each family member. Also 
list phone numbers of out-of- 
town relatives or friends for 
each family member to con¬ 
tact. Be sure everyone has 
coins, cell phone, or prepaid 
phone card. 

Build a supply kit 

• Include basic supplies. 
Water, food, first aid sup¬ 
plies, clothing and bedding, 
battery powered weather ra¬ 
dio and fiashlight, extra bat¬ 
teries, important documents, 
and cash/credit cards. 

• Don’t forget your Dia¬ 
betes Supplies. Fanny pack 
for medications/testing sup¬ 
plies. Include an insulated 
bag for emergencies when 
no refrigerator is available. 
Make sure you have your 
blood glucose meter with 
extra lancets and test strips. 
Keep all medications includ¬ 
ing insulin/supplies in origi¬ 
nal containers or the pre¬ 
scriptions. Keep a glucagon 
emergency kit in your supply 
kit. Also include foods to 
treat hypoglycemia, such as 
glucose tablets/gels, juice, 
hard candies, and regular 
sodas. Place a pair of com¬ 
fortable footwear in your kit 
also. 

Be informed 

• Know the nature or 
man-made disasters that 
might happen in your area. 

• Know the location of 


the fire departments, police 
stations, and hospitals in 
your area. 

• Learn your communi¬ 
ty’s warning signals. 

Take safety measures 

• Know the location of 
water/gas/electricity shut¬ 
offs 

• Be sure to have smoke 
and/or carbon monoxide de¬ 
tectors and test them month- 

ly 

• Post all emergency 
phone numbers near all 
phones 

• Organize and practice 
family drills. 

There are some general 
health tips that you should 
remember during a disaster. 
These are very important in 
the proper care and manage¬ 
ment of your diabetes. It is 
important for you to stick to 
your meal plan as much as 
possible during a disaster. 
Make sure to check your feet 
and skin every day. Make it 
a point to check your blood 
sugar at least once a day. 
Take your medications as pre¬ 
scribed and wear your Diabe¬ 
tes ID. If you need medical 
help, make sure to get it. Re¬ 
member that stress can cause 
your blood sugar to rise. 
Don’t overexert yourself. If 
the weather is extreme, you 
should seek shelter. Drink 
plenty of water to stay hy¬ 
drated. If you are under the 
weather, remember your sick 
day guidelines. Make sure to 
get as much rest as possible.

Families can cope with 
disaster by preparing in ad¬ 
vance and working together 
as a team. Create a family di¬ 
saster plan ineluding a eom- 
munieation plan, disaster 
supplies kit, and an evaeu- 
ation plan. Knowing what 
to do is your best proteetion 
and your responsibility. 

• Find out what eould hap¬ 
pen to you 

• Make a disaster plan 

• Complete the eheeklist 

• Praetiee your plan 
Find out what could 
happen to you 

Contaet your Ameriean 
Red Cross ehapter or loeal 
emergeney management of- 
fiee — be prepared to take 
notes: 

• Ask what types of disas¬ 
ters are most likely to hap¬ 
pen. Request information on 
how to prepare for eaeh. 

• Learn about your eom- 
munity’s warning signals: 
what they sound like and 
what you should do when 
you hear them. 

• Ask about animal eare 
after disaster. Animals other 
than serviee animals may not 
be allowed inside emergeney 
shelters. 

• Find out how to help el¬ 
derly or disabled persons, if 
needed. 

• Next, find out about the 
disaster plans at your work- 
plaee, your ehildren’s sehool 
or dayeare eenter, and other 
plaees where your family 
spends time. 

Create a disaster plau 

Meet with your family 
and diseuss why you need to 
prepare for disaster. Explain 
the dangers of fire, severe 
weather, and earthquakes to 
ehildren. Plan to share re¬ 
sponsibilities and work to¬ 
gether as a team. 

Diseuss the types of di¬ 
sasters that are most likely to 
happen. Explain what to do 
in eaeh ease. 

Pick two places to meet: 

• Right outside your home 


in ease of a sudden emergen¬ 
ey, like a fire. 

• Outside your neighbor¬ 
hood in ease you ean’t return 
home. Everyone must know 
the address and phone num¬ 
ber. 

Safe and Well Website 

Following the 2005 hur- 
rieane season, the Red Cross 
developed the Safe and Well 
website, whieh enables peo¬ 
ple within a disaster area to 
let their friends and loved 
ones outside of the affeeted 
region know of their well¬ 
being. By logging onto the 
Red Cross publie website, a 
person affeeted by disaster 
may post messages indieat¬ 
ing that they are safe and 
well at a shelter, hotel, or at 
home, and that they will eon- 
taet their friends and family 
as soon as possible. During 
large-seale disasters, there 
will be telephone-based as- 
sistanee via the 1-866-GET- 
INFO hotline for people who 
live within the affeeted areas 
and do not have Internet ae- 
eess, but wish to register on 
the Safe and Well website. 

People who are eon- 
eerned about family mem¬ 
bers in an affeeted area may 
also aeeess the Safe and Well 
website to view these mes¬ 
sages. They will be required 
to enter either the name and 
telephone number, or the 
name and eomplete address, 
of the person about whom 
they wish to get information. 
Red Cross ehapters will pro¬ 
vide telephone-based assis- 
tanee to loeal eallers who do 
not have Internet aeeess and 
wish to seareh the Safe and 
Wellwebsite for information 
about a loved one. 

Be assured that the infor¬ 
mation on the Safe and Well 
website is seeure and that 
information about the loea- 
tions where people are stay¬ 
ing is not published. Privaey 
laws require the Red Cross to 
proteet eaeh person’s right to 
determine how best to eom- 


munieate their eontaet infor¬ 
mation and whereabouts to 
family members. The Red 
Cross does not aetively traee 
or attempt to loeate individu¬ 
als registered on the Safe and 
Well website. 

Ask an out-of-state 
friend to be your “family 
eontaet”. After a disaster, it’s 
often easier to eall long dis- 
tanee. Other family mem¬ 
bers should eall this person 
and tell them where they are. 
Everyone must know your 
eontaet’s phone number. 

Diseuss what to do in an 
evaeuation. Plan how to take 
eare of your pets. 

Families should develop 
different methods for eom- 
munieating during emergen¬ 
ey situations and share their 
plans beforehand with all 
those who would be worried 
about their welfare. Options 
for remaining in eontaet with 
family and friends if a disas¬ 
ter strikes inelude: 

• Phone eontaet with a des¬ 
ignated family member or 
friend who is unlikely to be 
affeeted by the same disas¬ 
ter. 

• Email notifieation via a 
family distribution list. 

• Registration on the Amer¬ 
iean Red Cross Safe and Well 
Website. 

• Use of the toll-free Con¬ 
taet Loved Ones voiee mes¬ 
saging serviee (1-866-78- 
CONTACT). 

• Use of the US Postal Ser¬ 
viee ehange of address forms 
when it beeomes neeessary to 
leave home for an extended 
period of time, thus ensuring 
that mail will be redireeted to 
a eurrent address. 

Complete this checklist 

• Post emergency telephone 
numbers by phones (fire, po¬ 
lice, ambulance, etc.). 

• Teach children how and 
when to call 911 or your lo¬ 
cal Emergency Medical Ser¬ 
vices number for emergency 
help. 

• Determine the best escape 


routes from your home. Find 
two ways out of each room. 

• Find the safe spots in 
your home for each type of 
disaster. 

• Show each family mem¬ 
ber how and when to turn off 
the water, gas, and electricity 
at the main switches. 

• Check if you have ad¬ 
equate insurance coverage. 

• Teach each family mem¬ 
ber how to use the fire ex¬ 
tinguisher, and show them 
where it’s kept. 

• Install smoke detectors 
on each level of your home, 
especially near bedrooms. 

• Conduct a home hazard 
hunt. 

• Stock emergency sup¬ 
plies and assemble a disaster 
supplies kit. 

• Take a Red Cross first aid 
and CPR class. 

Practice your plan 

• Test your smoke detec¬ 
tors monthly, and change the 
batteries at least once a year. 

• Quiz your kids every six 
months so they remember 
what to do. 

• Conduct fire and emer¬ 
gency evacuation drills. 

• Replace stored water ev¬ 
ery three months and stored 
food every six months. 

Test and recharge your fire 
extinguisher(s) according to 
manufacturer’s instructions.

Memorial services 
will recognize 
those lost during 
Battle of Augusta 

Memorial services are 
planned to honor war dead 
on both sides of the Civil 
War during the Battle of Au¬ 
gusta 150th Commemoration 
weekend. Sept. 27-30, in Au¬ 
gusta. 

The services will take 
place, Sunday, Sept. 30, be¬ 
ginning at 10:30 a.m., at 
Payne Cemetery with the re¬ 
dedication of the Confeder¬ 
ate monument there. 

A granite memorial hon¬ 
ors unknown Confederate 
soldiers killed in the Sept. 
27, 1862, Battle of Augusta. 
In 1903 the present monu¬ 
ment was placed at their 
burial spot. The John B. 
Hood Camp of the United 
Confederate Veterans was 
responsible for funding the 
monument. 

At 11:30 a.m., a service 
honoring the home guard 
will take place on the grassy 
circle at the top of the Cem¬ 
etery on the Hill. Dr. James 
Shires, retired MCTC presi¬ 
dent and retired U.S. Army 
Lt. Colonel, will present a 
brief message. Colors will 
be presented by the Augusta 
VFW and Chelsea Rolph, a 
member of the Augusta High 
School band, will play Taps. 

According to historical 
accounts, among those killed 
in the battle were: 

Union dead — Dr. Wil¬ 
liam Taylor, burned alive 
in his home on Riverside; 
Nicholas B. Worthington 
of Minerva; John B. Story; 
George Byars, burned alive 
in a house; Oliver Stairs; 
John Gephart; John Perkins; 
William Gregg; William 
Bland; Charley Langdon, 
burned alive in a house; Al- 
pheus McKibben, burned 
alive in his home; and Tom 
Myers. 

Confederate dead — Capt. 
W. S. “Whip” Rogers; Lt. 
George White; Capt. William 
Kennett; Lt. Courtland Pren¬ 
tice, son of Louisville Jour¬ 
nal editor; William “Buck” 
Story; Lt. Peter T. King; Pvt. 

C. T. Puckett; Capt. Samuel 

D. Morgan, cousin of John 
Hunt Morgan; Lt. Wilson, 
Mr. Doah; Ellis Day; John 
D. Sale; Lt. Greenberry Rob¬ 
erts; John Drake; Major Lit¬ 
tle; Pvt. E. Palmore; Pvt. S. 
H. Williams: and Pvt. John 
Kennedy.

K-PREP Results 
to be Released 
Next Month 

The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Education will re¬ 
lease the results of the first 
Kentucky Performance Rat¬ 
ing for Educational Progress 
(K-PREP) next month. Ken¬ 
tucky’s adoption of the more 
rigorous Common Core State 
Standards and K-PREP as¬ 
sessments tied to those stan¬ 
dards, will lead to proficiency 
rates among students that are 
lower than what we’ve seen 
previously in the Kentucky 
Core Content Tests (KCCT). 

In spite of the potential 
lower scores, school officials 
ultimately feel that students 
will be better prepared for 
college and beyond. The 
K-PREP assessments tied to 
the new core standards have 
raised the bar for student per¬ 
formance in Kentucky. 

Under the circumstanc¬ 
es, officials say it is impor¬ 
tant for parents to remember 
a few important points: 

These results cannot be 
compared to previous re¬ 
sults, since we are assessing 
students on a different stan¬ 
dard. The previous standard 
was basic proficiency on 
math and reading. The new 
standard is college and ca¬ 
reer readiness. 

The change to college 
and career readiness was 
due to the competitive global 
economy that was the basis 
of 2009’s Senate Bill 1. 

The results of the Ken¬ 
tucky assessments are more 
closely aligned to results 
from the National Assess¬ 
ment of Educational Progress 
(NAEP). Those results report 
proficiency at a much higher 
level than most state tests. 
Being proficient on NAEP is 
similar to our new college - 
and career ready proficiency. 

Science and social stud¬ 
ies data will be based on the 
2007 Kentucky Core Content 
for Assessment 4.1; there¬ 
fore, distributions of profi¬ 
ciency and will be similar to 
those in 2011.

Frankfort Focus 

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 



For most of us, nearly a 
generation has passed since 
the internet began making 
inroads into our lives. 

Like the spread of most 
utilities, it took time before it 
began feeling commonplace. 
In 1995, for example, just 14 
percent of adults nationally 
were online, but since then, 
the trend has largely fiipped. 
Now, only about a fifth say 
they don’t send an email, 
click on a webpage or post 
something on social media. 

While that may always 
be the case for some, the truth 
is that the internet has joined 
water, sewer, electricity and 
good roads on the list of ba¬ 
sic necessities a community 
needs to thrive, especially 
when it comes to education 
and the economy. 

Because of that, there 
has been a renewed effort 
in recent years to spread 
the fast-speed services that 
people need to fiilly use all 
that the internet has to offer. 
Congress gave this broad¬ 
band initiative a major boost 
in 2009 by budgeting about 
$7 billion. 

Kentucky received a larg¬ 
er share than most, but that 
was in part because there is a 
considerable amount of need. 
The U.S. Dept, of Commerce 
estimates that more than 40 
percent of our households do 
not have broadband service. 

This digital divide is 
making it tougher for many 
of our communities to grow. 
A 2011 survey commissioned 
by the Commonwealth Of¬ 
fice of Broadband Outreach 


and Development found that 
two-thirds of Kentuckians 
said that not having fast- 
speed internet would have 
a negative impact on their 
lives, and more than a fourth 
said they would likely move 
if it were unavailable. 

As we work to improve 
these numbers, there is one 
area online where Kentucky 
is doing quite well: govern¬ 
ment transparency. 

Earlier this year, Ken¬ 
tucky’s state government 
website tied with Texas’s for 
the highest score when mea¬ 
suring the amount of infor¬ 
mation that can be obtained 
on the internet. Through 
Kentucky.gov, citizens can 
learn more about services 
available to them or how var¬ 
ious agencies do their day- 
to-day job, and companies 
can get the information they 
need from the state through 
the “one-stop shopping” on¬ 
line portal that the General 
Assembly authorized last 
year. 

Incidentally, the legis¬ 
lature’s website can also be 
found there, though if you 
would like to visit it directly, 
go to www.lrc.ky.gov. It of¬ 
fers such things as the full 
text of bills during legisla¬ 
tive sessions and informa¬ 
tion on committee meetings 
throughout the year. 

Just as state government 
puts a considerable amount 
of public information on the 
internet, many local govern¬ 
ments are doing the same. 
A legislative study last year 


found that our 14 largest cit¬ 
ies have a presence online, 
and the figure for those com¬ 
munities with at least 8,000 
citizens is more than 90 per¬ 
cent. Meanwhile, about 70 
percent of our counties have 
information online, including 
all but two that have at least 
50,000 people. 

In a related area, the 
state’s auditor is working on 
compiling a comprehensive 
list of special districts, which 
cover such quasi-govern¬ 
ment agencies as utilities, 
libraries, fire departments 
and airport boards. No one 
knows just how many there 
are, but there are estimated to 
be between 1,300 and 1,800. 
Combined they collect as 
much as $1.5 billion in taxes 
and fees each year, which 
underscores the need to get a 
clearer picture of all that they 
do. We’ll know more when 
the auditor’s office publishes 
its findings later this year. 

For those of us who re¬ 
member life before the inter¬ 
net, it can still be a little bit 
amazing to think about how 
much information is now 
available at our fingertips. 
As far as we have come since 
the early 1990s, one can only 
imagine what the next de¬ 
cade or two will bring.

Howdy Foiks! Farmers 
are scurrying to get the 
tobacco crops in the barns 
before the rain and cooler 
weather hits! We pray that 
despite the unfevorable 
conditions, everyone has a 
profitable season whether 
it is tobacco, hay, corn 
or soybeans! Of course, 
the family gardens are 
important and for those 
of you who can fruits and 
vegetables, we hope your 
pantry shelves are loaded 
down! 

Our trailers have 
been loaded down lately, 
some good and some bad! 
Someone called last week 
to inquire about magazines. 
Definitely magazines are 
one of the top items we take 
to the Recycling Center and 
all magazines are recyclable 
as are most paper products. 
Those paper items that 
cannot be put into the trailers 
are paper towels, napkins, 
plates, cups, bathroom 
tissue, diapers and any 
other items of personal use. 
All the recycling material 
must be hand sorted and 
believe us, no one wants to 
open a bag to sort that has 
had its origins in someone’s 
bathroom! We try our best 
to remove such bags, but 
sometimes we just don’t 
see them. Another problem 
we have encountered 
lately is paper that has 
been shredded and thrown 
loosely into the trailers. 
All shredded material must 
be bagged! Not only does 
it need to be bagged, it must 
be bagged separately! No 
other recycling can be put 
into that bag. As we stated, 
the recycling is sorted by 
hand, and it is impossible to 
handpick all those shredded 
pieces so that loose, 
shredded material ends up 
in the landfill. This is the 
only material that actually 
has to be bagged; all other 
paper, cardboard, cans, glass 
and plastic material can be 
dumped into the trailer from 
your recycling container. 


Many folks prefer to leave 
their recycling bagged 
and that is okay. It’s also 
completely acceptable to 
put the recycling material 
into the trailers loosely! 
Your choice! 

Since we are discussing 
the trailers, we gently remind 
you that all boxes need to be 
flattened! It’s been awhile 
since we mentioned this, 
but flattened boxes allow 
for so much more recycling 
material to be put into the 
trailers, meaning fewer trips 
to the center, substantial 
savings to the county of 
fuel costs and wear and tear 
on the truck and trailers. 
We pick up cardboard from 
businesses and folks who on 
occasion have an excessive 
amount of cardboard, such 
as when they have installed 
new cabinets or put new 
siding on their homes. This 
cardboard is put into the 
bed of the pickup truck 
which again, allows much 
more space for the normal 
household recycling 

material. We appreciate the 
calls requesting information 
on recycling and hopefully 
our answers are helpful!

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New Bourbon Distilleries 
crop up around Kentucky 


While Kentucky is 
known for its long history of 
producing fine bourbon, that 
tradition continues to grow 
with new or planned distill¬ 
eries cropping up in several 
areas of the state. 

Among these are The 
Old Pogue Distillery in 
Maysville, Alltech’s Lex¬ 
ington Brewing and Distill¬ 
ing Company, Michter’s 
Distillery in Louisville and 
The Nth Degree Distilling in 
Newport. 

All plan to offer tours for 
visitors who want to learn 
more about Kentucky’s most 
famous consumer product 
and the country’s only native 
spirit. 

The Old Pogue Distill¬ 
ery, which began operation 
in April, borrows from a 
lengthy distilling tradition 
by the Pogue family in this 
northern Kentucky town 
on the Ohio River. Several 
generations of Pogues were 
involved in distilling from 
1876 until Prohibition in the 
1920s. Now the Pogues have 
opened a small-batch distill¬ 
ery producing bourbon and 
rye whiskeys in the family’s 
historic home on West Sec¬ 
ond Street. 

Local historians proudly 
note that bourbon distilling 
in Kentucky began in 1790 
in Mason County near where 
the H.E. Pogue Distillery op¬ 
erated later for more than 50 
years. The Pogues are offer¬ 
ing tours of their new facility 
by appointment through their 
website, www.oldpogue. 
com. Twice-daily scheduled 
tours will begin in the near 
future. 

Meanwhile, it’s been 
nearly 200 years since there 
was an operating distillery on 
Louisville’s “Whiskey Row,” 
a stretch of downtown’s 
Main Street that’s been asso¬ 
ciated with bourbon for more 
than two centuries. Now 
Michter’s Distillery (www. 
michters.com) plans to open 
a small production facility in 
the historic and architectur¬ 
ally significant Fort Nelson 
Building at 801 West Main 
Street. The new distillery, di¬ 
rectly across the street from 
the Louisville Slugger Mu¬ 
seum & Factory, will offer 
tours when it’s scheduled to 
open sometime next year. 
Louisville Distilling 


Company, which is produc¬ 
ing a new small-batch bour¬ 
bon called Angel’s Envy in 
Bardstown, also hopes to 
move to a facility on Main 
Street next year. The com¬ 
pany (www.angelsenvy.com) 
is a family venture involving 
Lincoln Henderson, retired 
master distiller at spirits gi¬ 
ant Brown-Forman. 

The Lexington Brew¬ 
ing and Distilling Company 
is building a 20,000 square 
foot plant west of the city’s 
downtown that will produce 
a new whiskey named Town 
Branch Bourbon. Owned by 
Alltech, the global animal 
nutrition company based in 
Nicholasville, the distillery 
will also produce Pearse 
Lyons Reserve whiskey and 
Bluegrass Sundown, an af¬ 
ter-dinner bourbon-and-cof- 
fee beverage. The new $6 
million distillery plans to 
join the Kentucky Distill¬ 
ers’ Association’s Kentucky 
Bourbon Trail® tour experi¬ 
ence this fall. 

The new building at 401 
Cross Street will have glass 
walls on three sides so the 
copper stills and fermentation 
tanks can be seen from out¬ 
side. The owners hope it will 
become a prominent tourist 
attraction near Lexington’s 
proposed Arena, Arts and 
Entertainment District. Visit 
the company’s website at 
WWW. kentucky ale. com. 

Plans are also in the works 
for a new micro-distillery in 
Newport to be called The 
Nth Degree. The developers, 
who broke ground in July, 
are hoping to become part of 
the Bourbon Trail when the 
facility opens next year and 
are aiming to attract 700 visi¬ 
tors a week for tours, www. 
nthdegreedistilling.com 

Other small-batch bour¬ 
bon producers have been 
operating for several years 
in areas away from the well- 
known bourbon country of 
central Kentucky: For ex¬ 
ample, Corsair Artisan Dis¬ 
tillery (www.corsairartisan. 
com) in Bowling Green and 
MB Roland Distillery (www. 
mbroland.com) in Pembroke 
both offer tours.

Harrison Memorial Hos¬ 
pital has joined the Kentucky 
Hospital Association (KHA) 
in an effort to improve pa¬ 
tient care and reduce health 
care costs in the common¬ 
wealth. Hospitals throughout 
the state are collaborating to 
reduce preventable readmis¬ 
sions and hospital acquired 
conditions (HACs).

(K-HEN) to help hospitals 
identify ways to improve pa¬ 
tient safety and share learn¬ 
ing among hospitals across 
the state. 

“Kentucky’s hospitals 
continue to demonstrate a 
strong commitment to im¬ 
prove patient safety and 
quality of care. KHA is very 
pleased that almost 80 per¬ 
cent of Kentucky’s hospitals 
are participating in K-HEN. 
There are nearly 2,000 hos¬ 
pitals participating nation¬ 
wide, working with their 
state hospital associations in 
partnership with HRET, in 
33 states. Out of the hospital 
associations involved, Ken¬ 
tucky has the highest partici¬ 
pation rate with 101 of the 
state’s 131 hospitals signed 
up,” said Michael T. Rust, 
KHA president. “Our state’s 
participation in the hospital 
engagement network is the 
latest example of our ongo¬ 
ing effort to make care safer 
for our patients.” 

The PfPs’ goal for this 
two-year project is to reduce 
preventable readmissions 
that occur within 30 days of

Kentucky farmers 
are busy harvesting crops 
across the state and that 
means drivers are more 
likely to encounter slow- 
moving farm equipment 
on the roadways. The staff 
of Kentucky Farm Bureau 
urges motorists to slow 
down and share the road 
this fall, especially as we 
celebrate ^^National Farm 
Safety and Health Week”, 
September 16-22. 

During this time of 
year farmers often need 
to move equipment from 
one field to another, but 
sometimes those transitions 
require their machinery 
to travel down or across 
public roads. When slow- 
moving vehicles enter 
areas normally traversed 
by fast-moving cars and 
trucks, accidents can occur. 
According to statistics from 
the Kentucky State Police, 
there were 158 collisions 
involving tractors and 
other farm equipment on 
Kentucky roadways in 
2011. Of those collisions, 
59 injuries and three 
fatalities resulted and the 
majority of the accidents 
(34%) were labeled by 
state police as the result 
of “inattention” - further 


proof that increased caution 
during harvest season is 
needed to prevent tragedy. 

Tips for motorists are • 
Slow down and pay attention 
to the road • Watch for road 
signs • Don’t assume the 
farmer knows you are there 
• Keep your distance when 
following farm equipment* 
Use extreme caution when 
passing • Be patient with the 
farmer. 


Tips for farmers are • 
Make sure the slow-moving 
vehicle sign is visible • 
Never post a slow-moving 
vehicle sign on a mailbox or 
fence post • Keep hashing 
lights on • Stay to the right • 
Make intentions to turn well- 
known • Avoid encouraging 
a motorist to pass • When 
it is safe, pull over to allow 
traffic to pass. 

As the fall harvest 


increases the number of 
slow-moving vehicles 
traveling on the roadways, 
Kentucky Farm Bureau 
encourages all drivers to 
be patient and slow down. 
^^National Farm Safety 
and Health Week” may 
be scheduled for just 
September 16-22, but 
safe habits on Kentucky’s 
roadways are always in 
season.

September is quota 
hunt application month 

The application deadline 
for quota deer, bear, small 
game and waterfowl hunts 
is midnight (CST) Sept. 30, 
2012. 

Applications for the deer, 
small game and waterfowl 
hunts can be made 24 hours a 
day by either calling toll-free 
1-877-598-2401, or going 
online at fw.ky.gov. Applica¬ 
tions for the 2012 bear quota 
hunt with dogs may only be 
submitted online. 

“Persons who apply on¬ 
line, and provide an e-mail 
address, will receive a confir¬ 
mation by return e-mail,” said 
Patrick O’Connell, informa¬ 
tion systems manager for the 
Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. “Ap¬ 
plying online is fast and easy 
and increases the accuracy of 
the application.” 

This season hunters have 
a choice of 31 quota deer 
hunts, including hunts on two 
new areas — Veterans Memo¬ 
rial Wildlife Management 
Area (WMA) in Scott Coun¬ 
ty on Nov. 3-4 with 60 hunt 
slots and Big Rivers WMA & 
State Forest in Union County 
on Nov. 10-11 with 40 hunt 
slots. Applicants for quota 
deer hunts have the option to 
pick a first and second hunt 
choice, but may be drawn to 
participate in only one quota 
hunt. 

Kentucky’s first ever bear 
quota hunt with dogs will be 
held Dec. 17 through Dec. 
21, 2012, if the harvest quota 
of 10 bears (or five females) 
is not met during the regular 
bear season. To apply for this 
new quota bear hunt, hounds- 
men must have purchased a 
2012 Bear Chase permit. 

Small game hunters can 
apply for pheasant quota 
hunts on three WMAs — 
Green River Lake, Clay, and 
Yellowbank. The pheasant 


quota hunt at Yellowbank is a 
new hunt for 2012, with three 
hunt dates: Dec. 14, 15 and 
16. 

There will also be six 
wild quail quota hunts on 
Peabody WMA. The date of 
the mentor hunt is Nov. 24. 

Four upland bird quota 
hunts will be held on Clay 
WMA on Nov. 7, Nov. 18, 
Dec. 9 and Dec. 18. Hunt¬ 
ers may take bobwhite quail, 
ruffed grouse and woodcock 
during the upland bird quota 
hunts, when the seasons for all 
three species are open. Wood¬ 
cock season ends Dec. 15. 

Waterfowl hunters may 
apply for quota hunts on 
Ballard WMA and Sloughs 
WMA, which will be held 
during the fall and winter 
duck and goose seasons. 

Waterfowl quota hunts 
at Ballard WMA are held on 
Wednesdays through Sun¬ 
days, and hunters may ap¬ 
ply for individual days. At 
Sloughs WMA, quota hunts 
are held seven days a week, 
but hunters must apply for a 
block of days. 

The dates for these quota 
hunts are on the online appli¬ 
cation. 

To get other details of 
these quota waterfowl hunts, 
go online to fw.ky.gov. Click 
on hunting, trapping and 
wildlife, then game animals 
followed by waterfowl and 
other migratory birds. 

Later in the fall on Nov. 
15-30, hunters can go online 
to the license page of the de¬ 
partment’s website at fw.ky. 
gov to apply for a sandhill 
crane hunting permit. No ap¬ 
plications will be taken by 
telephone. 

For the 2012-13 season, 
400 permits will be awarded 
through a lottery drawing. 
Kentucky’s 30-day season 
is Dec. 15 through Jan. 13, 
2013. Sandhill crane hunting 
permits are not transferable. 

Applicants for all quota 
hunts can check to see if they 
were drawn on Oct. 8, when a 
link will be posted on fw.ky. 
gov.

FSA Guaranteed Loan 
Program Update and 
Increased Loan Limits 

USD A Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) State 
Executive Director John W. 
McCauley, announced that 
guaranteed farm ownership 
loan funds for Fiscal Year 
2012 have been exhausted. 
Farmers and ranchers in 
Kentucky received $59,736, 
321.00 million in guaranteed 
loans through August 31, 
2012. 

"Fiscal Year 2013 begins 
on October 1, 2012, and we 
anticipate that guaranteed 
farm ownership funds will be 
available in early October," 
said McCauley. 

FSA guaranteed loans 
allow lenders to provide 
agricultural credit to farmers 
who do not meet the lender's 
normal underwriting criteria. 
Farmers and ranchers apply 
for a guaranteed loan through 
a commercial lender, and 
the lender arranges for the 
guarantee. 

FSA can guarantee up 
to 95 percent of the loss of 
principal and interest on a 
loan. 

Guaranteed loans can be 
used for both farm ownership 
and operating purposes. 

According to McCauley, 
the guaranteed loan limit 
will increase to $1,302,000 
starting on October 1, 2012. 
The current guaranteed loan 
limit is $1,214,000. 

"FSA is committed to 
providing credit through 
guaranteed and direct loans to 
eligible farmers and ranchers 
who need capital to continue 
or start their agricultural 
operation," said McCauley.

The Augusta Panthers 
have been steadily improv¬ 
ing through the opening 
weeks of the 2012 cross 
country season.

19:03 and first year runner 
Nathan Shrader placed 17th 
in 21:37. Rounding out the 
top seven for the Panthers 
were seventh grader Thomas 
Mains with 22:44, Clay Gray 
with 23:44, Dylan Archibald 
with 27:45, and Logan White 
with 33:06. In the middle 
school race, Augusta’s David 
Reed placed second with a 
time of 12:33. Also running 
for Augusta Middle School 
was Brandon Lytle (14:42), 
Jacob Hensley (15:10), Dan¬ 
iel Hensley (15:13), and Jon 
Barrett (16:53). 

The Panthers returned to 
Mason County on September 
15 for the Mason County In¬ 
vitational. Snapp and Kelsch 
led Augusta as they have all 
season. Snapp, running the 
course in 18:39, and Kelsch, 
running it in 18:45, both me- 
daled by placing 24th and 
25th respectively out of 158 


runners. Finishing third for 
the Panthers, Ian Riggins ran 
a 22:14 in his first meet of the 
season. Clay Gray finished 
with a time of 22:48 and 
Dylan Archibald with a time 
of 26:45; both shaved a min¬ 
ute off of their times from the 
previous meet. Augusta had 
one entry in the girls’ var¬ 
sity race.

In the middle school 
race, David Reed, who me- 
daled, paced the Panthers for 
the second meet in a row by 
finishing 20th with time of 
12:04. Jacob Hensley ran 
the 3K in 14:08 while broth¬ 
er Daniel Hensley followed 
with a 14:36. Jon Barrett de¬ 
creased his time by two min¬ 
utes finishing in 14:57. 

“Overall, I’ve been 
pleased with our performance 
and our progress,” Augusta 
Coach Tim Litteral stated 
following the Mason County 
Invitational. “I knew going 
in that Tanner (Kelsch) and 
Camryn (Snapp) would be 
our leaders. Tanner led the 
way last year. This year, he 
missed out on a lot of summer 
practices because he was for¬ 
tunate enough to have been 
selected for the Governor’s 
Scholar’s Program. That was 
a great experience for him, 
but gave Camryn somewhat 
of an edge, although Tanner 
is always close behind. I 
know Tanner has a desire to 
get back to that top spot and 
is working hard to do so, but 


he’s also very supportive and 
encouraging to Camryn, just 
as Camryn is to him. Team 
chemistry may not be as im¬ 
portant in cross country as 
in some other sports, but it’s 
encouraging to see them al¬ 
ways supporting and encour¬ 
aging each other.” 

“Besides Tanner and 
Camryn, we have several 
other positives on our team. 
Ian (Riggins) came out on 
Saturday for his first race 
this year and ran it in 22 min¬ 
utes, Dylan (Archibald) has 
shaved four minutes off his 
times from the first meet, and 
Clay (Gray) has the potential 
to consistently be our third 
best runner. Then we have 
a seventh grader in Thomas 
(Mains) who wasn’t able to 
attend Saturday. He has con¬ 
sistently been our third or 
fourth best performer for the 
high school team. For our 
middle school program, Da¬ 
vid Reed has stepped up to 
be a top 20 finisher in his last 
two meets, while Jon Barrett 
has decreased his time by 5 V 2 
minutes since his first middle 
school meet.

While all around Willie 
Taggart were swept up in 
jubilation, most willing to settle 
for PAT forcing another OT at 
Kentucky, the coach had slowed 
it all down. Mayhem was theirs, 
quietude amid the madness was 
his. This coach saw a Carpe 
Diem moment. 

A sparkle danced in 
Taggart’s eyes. ESPN was here. 
An SEC opponent was here (on 
the ropes), WKU’s faithful was 
here (at threshold of a nervous 
breakdown). And, somewhere 
out there, I suggest, Doug Flutie 
was here in spirit and whispered 
into Taggart’s ear, “this is IT, 
man!” 

Seize this day! 

So, Western’s coach dialed 
up a play ... straight out a game 
at a family reunion picnic. Hail 
Mary with a twist, running back 
Antonio Andrews to quarterback 
Kawaun Jakes. 32-31. 

The Hilltoppers had a 
football win over Kentucky to 
bookend with the Hilltoppers’ 
basketball stunner in 1971. 

Kentucky? A fog rolled in. 
A mean one. The kind that has 
enveloped every UK football 
coach since the nice man 
(Blanton Collier) was run off 
half-century ago. Given new 
credence: The notion that, if 
the ball ain’t round, coaching at 
Kentucky is a dead-end. 

Coach Joker Phillips, three 
games into a season, had to 
endure this reporter question: 
“Do you worry about keeping 
this team together?” 

“No, I don’t. I don’t,” he 
replied. 

The Wildcat faithful have 
rolled out of Commonwealth 
Stadium in alarming numbers 
and Phillips is the fall guy. But in 
truth he’s been... 

• Let down by a boss who 
jacked up ticket prices in a 
rebuilding year.
